GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Report of the Commissioner of Education 
Shows Good Progress—Other Notes. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 2.—The report of 
the Commissioner of Education for the fiscal 
year has just been completed. The report 
shows that the condition and progress hith- 
erto characteristic of American education 
have been in genera] maintained during the 
year. Occasional instances of retrogression 
and reaction have been more than balanced 
by healthy growths and judicious improve- 
ments. A brief account is given of the meas- 
ures taken in the interest of education in 
Alaska. There are fifteen Government 
schools in operation in that Territory. To 
meet the urgent needs of the people the Com- 
missioner recommeuds the establishment of 
schools at twenty-three other points in the 
Territory. An appropriation of $50,000 is also 
asked for the purpose. 

MINOR ITEMS. 

The total offerings of bonds to the Govern- 
ment today amounted to $165,500, of which §130,- 
300 were 4s and $35,200 were 4% per cents. 

Charles P. Kimball of Chicago, who has 
been Consul at Stuttgart for the last two years, 
tendered his resignation to r Bayard 
yesterday.

for Minneapolis. Powderly was dressed in a 
plain black suit, with a Derby hat. He bears a 
strong resemblance to the well-known litho- 
graph bearing his name. He is an easy, 
graceful talker and has all the characteristics 
of the successful politician. He is the pos- 
sessor of the regulation stage walk and has 
evidently reduced the art of gesticulation to

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USURPATIONS IN SAMOA. 


COMPLICATIONS LIKELY 10 ARISE 
FROM GERMAN INTERFERENCE. 


Terms of the Treaty by Which the United 
States Was Granted Exclusive Privileges 
in the Island of Tutuila—Importance of 
the Advantages Thus Obtained—English 
and German Machinations to Break 
Down the Exclusive Rights Granted— 
Germany's Seizure of the Group. 

Wasnixerox, D. C., Oct. 2.— [Special.] — 

The Samoan Island usurpation by Germany is 

taking on a grave international character. In 

1872 Capt. Meade of the navy made the treaty 

with Maunga, chief of the Island of Tutuila, 

by which the port of Pago Pago was given up 

to the United States on condition that a 

friendly alliance should exist between that 

island and this country. Germany at the 


| time was jealous of the privileges given the 


United States. President Grant, in his 
confidential message transmitting to the 
Senate the treaty made by Com- 
mander Meade “conferring upon the 
Government of the United States the 
exclusive privilege of establishing a naval 
station in the dominions of the great Chief of 
the Island of Tutuila for the equivalent of 
protecting those dominions,” said: The ad- 
Vantages ol the concession which it proposes 
to make are so greatin view of the advan- 
tageous position of Tutuila, especially as a 
coaling-station for steamers between San 
Francisco and Australia, that 1 should not 
hesitate to recommend its approval, but for 
the protection on the part of the United 
States which it seems to imply. With some 
modification of the obligation of protection 
which the agreement imports, it is recom- 
mended to the favorable consideration of the 
Senate.“ 

The Senate did slightly modify the “ obli- 
gation of protection,“ and ratified the treaty 
which is nowa law for the United States 
and Samoa. By thetreaty the great Chief 
Maunga, besides granting to the United 
States the exclusive privilege of establish- 
ing @ naval station,” further agreed that he 
would “not grant a like privilege to any 
other foreign power or potentate.”’ It is that 
„further ment which troubled the 
German and English ‘statesmen, and they 
have never ceased their machinations to 
break up or overcome the advantage which 
the United States has over Germany and 
Great Britain in Samoa. During the iucum- 
bency of the present Administration the De- 
r of State at Washington has made 
ts position plain enough in official dis- 
patches to our Ministers at Bertin 
and London. For instance: Secretary Bay- 
ard, writing to Minister Pendleton at Berlin 
in relation to the alleged action of Germany 
in claiming the sovereignty of the Samoan 
—Gilbert and Marshall—groups, remarked 
that his then recent dispatches showed “ the 
deep concern which this Government teels 
in the reported operations of Germany in the 
Samoan Islands, with which we have treaty 
relations.“ Mr. Bayard informed Mr. Peu- 
dleton that we have no treaty relations 


zwith the Gilbert and Marshall Islands, or 


any knowledge of the intention of Germany 
with respect thereto, except the reports 
which reach us with more or less authen- 
ticity that Great Britain and Germany have 
agreed upon lines of division in the 
Pacific Ocean by which determinate areas 
will be open w exclusive settlement and 
control of the respective Governments. The 
case is different in Samoa, with which coun- 
try we have established treaty relations. 
The German government has repeatedly dis- 
claimed any intention to interfere with these 
treaty relations in any way. The recently-

They are understood to be- 
long to the large category of hitherto un- 
claimed islands which have been under no as- 
serted administration, and where the traders 
of various nationalities have obtained 
lodgment through relations with 
the natives.“ erefore Mr. Bayard con- 
cludes that “it is not easy to see how 
eitner Great Britain or Germany can assert 
the right to control and to divide between 
them insular possessions which have hither- 
to been free to the, trade of all flags, and 
which owe the civilizing rudiments of social 
organization they possess to the settlement 
of pioneers of other nationalities than Brit- 
ish or German. If colonial acquisition were 
an announced policy of the United States, it 
is clear that this country would have an equal 
right with Great Britain or Germany to as- 
sert a claim of possession in respect of 
islands settled by American — 
either alone or on a footing 0 
equality with British or German set- 
tlers. What we thimk we have a right 
to effect, and what we are confident will be 
cheerfully extended as a recognized right, is 
that interests found to have been created in 
favor of peaceful American settlers of these 
distant regions shall not be disturbed by the 
assertion of exclusive claims of territorial 
jurisdiction by any Power which has never 
put forth any show of administration there- 
in; in short, that the equality of their 
tenancy jointly with others, or the validity of 
their tenancy where they may be sole occu- 
pants, shall be admitted according to the 
established principles of equality and jus- 
tace.”’ 

The subsequent facts as to Samoa were re. 
ported to Congress by President Cleveland 
in his annual message last December. 


GERMANY’S ACTION, 


King Malietoa Deposed Without Cause— 
Americans and Britons Protest. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 2.—A steamship 
arrived here yesterday from Australia, and 
brings moderately complete advices from 
New Zealand respecting the action of the 
German men-of-war and the practical seizure 
in the name of the German Government of 
the Samoa group of islands. The four Ger- 
man men-of-war lying at Apia landed 1,300 
troops and marines Aug. 25, and immediately 
proclaimed Tamasese King of Samo. The 
American and British Consuls immediatety 
thereafter published the following protest: 

WHEREAS, The Government of Germany has 
this day proclaimed Tamasese King of Samoa; 
now, therefore, we, the undersigned representa- 
tives of the United States of America 
and of Great Britain, hereby give no- 
tice that we and our Governments do 
not and never have recognized Tamas- 
ese as King of Samoa, but continue as hereto- 
fore to recognize Malietoa. We advise all 
Samoans to submit quietly, not to fight, what 
ever their provocation, but to await peaceably 
the result of the deliberations now in progress 
which alone can determine the future of Samoa. 

The proclamation is dated at Apia, Aug. 
25, and is signed by Harold Marsh Semeil, 
Consul-General of the United States, and W. 
H. Wilson, British Pro Consul. 

The New Zealand advices from Apia are 
to the effect that disturbances on the islands 
were only a question of time. The hostility 
petween the Germans and the loyal natives 
was increasing, and the German settiers 
were constantly complaining of thefts com- 
mittea by the natives, while the natives com- 
plained of injustice of the Germans 
in land transactions. King Malietoa had 
complained to the English and Amer-

P. Tomnee, a mute from Hot Springs, who has 
been there two weeks, is as bad as ever, and so 
are many others similarly afflicted. Last even- 
ing during the service John Dugan, who was con- 
verted Saturday, suddenly laid himself out on 
the altar and remained in a trance for tifree 
hours, both hands held above his head. His eyes 
were wide open, but he was oblivious to all sur- 
roundings. Mrs. Woodworth, her three young 
women assistants, and her husband will go to 
their home at Rochester, Ind., today, and rest 
until Noy.

None of the borings so 
far made have been much more than 100 feet 
deep, and of course have reached only surface ac- 
cumulations; but the strong pressure of gus 
shows at least a remote connection with some 
powerful source of supply which doubtless 
could be penetrated by going a sufficient depth.

THE LOG OF THE LAKES. 


THE STEEL STEAMSHIP IRA OWEN 
WENT ASHORE IN A FOG. 


In Trying to Release Her the Escanaba Be- 
came Disabled, and the Owen Was Hove 
Off the Beach—a Wrecking Expeditien 
Has Gone to the Schooner Barker—The 
Morey Pulled Off from Bois Blanc 


Island—A Violent Gale Raging—General 
Marine News. 


LUDINGTOR, Mich., Oct. 2—[(Special.]—During 
a dense fog this morning the big steel steamship 
Ira H. Owen, valued at $175,000, ran ashore three 
miles north of Big Point au Sable Lighthouse. 
She is ore laden for Chicago. Her signal of dis- 
tress was heard by the stmr Escanaba, which 
immediately went to her assistance. While pull- 
ing on the stranded steamer the towline parted 
and the seas swept it into the Escanaba’s wheel, 
disabling her so that she could render no further 
aid. A telegram was sent to Manistee for assist- 
ance, and the tug Wheeler was sent to the wreck. 
Her services were not required, for Capt. Owen 
set his crew to work and they succeeded in heav- 
ing the steamer off the beach at 20’clock this 
afternoon. So far as can be seen she sustained 
no injury, but it will be necessary to put her in 
dry-dock and examine her bottom. The life- 
saving crew was ready to lend assistance, but 
they were not needed. After releasing herself 
the Owen took the Escanaba in tow and started 
for Chicago. The strong southerly wind that 
developed this evening and which threatens to 
become more violent occasions some fears that 
the Escanaba may get into serious trouble if the 
Owen is compelled to let goof her. With a big 


hawser clogging her wheel the Escanaba is en- 
tirely helpless if left alone. 


Reports from the Wrecks. 

MINORVILLE, Wis., Oct. 2.— [Special.]~The 
Wind is blowing a gale from the southeast and is 
clearing up the dense fog that has prevailed for 
several days. Fears are entertained that the 
schr F. D. Barker, ashore on Spider Island Reef, 
will go to pieces if the gale continues. The 
tug Jesse Spalding, with a full wreck- 
ing outfit, left here this morning to 
try and release the Barker, but the 
sea is running so high that she will be unable to 
do anything at present. Capt. E. S. Minor, who 
has charge of the expedition, says tne job is a 
dimoult one. as the vessel is surrounded by rocks. 
The extent of her injuries is unknown. The 
— Fayette passed up the lake this morning 
with the schr Harriett Ross in tow. Off Ke- 
waunee they encountered a big sea and ran back 
to the canal for shelter. The Ross lost about 
one-half of her deckload of cedar posts.

Ore Men Becoming Vessel Owners. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 2.—[Special.]—Not least 
among the changes which have marked the clos- 
ing of a second very successful season of jake 
business is the evidence that within a short time 
the large. ore shippers of this neighborhood will 
have their own boats with which to transport the 
great mineral product of Lake Superior, and for 
the men who are putting money into vessel prop- 
erty there is something to consider in this state- 
ment. The latest move toward a monopoly of 
the ore business is the offer of the Cleveland 
Transportation Company to sell ite wooden boats. 
The sale of these boats gives full sway to the Mu- 
tual Transportation Company, a corporation re- 
cently organized with a capital stock of $1,000,000 
to be used in building boats, The Cambria, the 
first boat belonging to the new company, has 
been running this season, a second one 
is on the stocks, and a third will be out next sea- 
son. The carrying capacity of these three large 
steel steamboats will more than equal that of 
the combined fleet offered for sale, and the time 
which wili be gained in transportation by in- 
creased speed can not be estimated. The Han- 
nas, who control the ownership of these boats, 
have an ore business equal to that of any com- 
pany on the lakes, and the ships are built by the 
Globe Iron-Works, in which they are also the 
controlling owners. The firm of Pickanas, 
Mather & Co. owns large interests in some of 
the finest wooden boats built here this season, 
and there is talk of another boat for 
these people and their associates. It will 
be remembered that immediately following the 
transfer of the Minnesota mines to active ore 
men it was said that they would build a fleet of 
boats. Such was the intention of the purchasers 
of the Minnesota range, but careful investiga- 
tion and the advise of successful capitalists in 
this line here convinced them that before the 
class of boats which they wanted couid be built 
they would be able to buy vessel property at an 
advantage. Then. too, the improvement in ma- 
chinery for handling ore will cause more speedy 
transportation of it, which certainly means lower 
rates of freight. It is only a matter of a short 
time until the ore-receiving ports of Lake Erie 
will all have docks equipped with hoisting ma- 
chinery as South Chicago has, and there will be 
no delay of five or six days in port. 


General Nautical Notes. 


The Niagara and consorts, which went 
ashore in Saginaw Bay last week, were released 
without damage. 


The stmr Monteagle has discarded her con- 
sorts, and during the rest of the season will 
travel alone. The White Star and Mystic Star 
will remain on the Lower Lakes. 


The buoy which was placed over the wreck 
of the stmr Chamberlain off Sheboygan was 
picked up by a tug a few days since. The own- 
ers of the Chamberlain have been notified. 


The prop Albert J. Wright, which stranded 
near Forestville, was released and taken to the 
dry-dock at Port Huron for repairs. 

Alger, Smith & Co. have sold the steam- 
barge Schoolcraft to Fitzpatrick, Mack & Co. of 
Cleveland for $75,000—810, more than her in- 
surance valuation. She measures 597 tons. Capt. 
Mack will remain in the Aurora until the close of 
navigation, but will probably take command of 
the Scboolcraft next spring. 

A pleasant day closed last evening with a 
thunder-squall, which developed into a brisk 
southwest gale. For a brief interval the wind 
attained a velocity of over forty miles an hour. 
The wind was hauling more tothe northward at 
midnight. Telegraphic reports show that the 
storm is general on the upper lakes, and partic- 
ularly severe on Lake Superior, where the ve- 
locity ranges from forty to sixty miles an hour. 


Chief-Engineer Michael Conley of the Inter- 
Ocean Line was severely injured on board the 
stmr Manhattan last week. The steamer was 
entering the barbor zat South Chicago, and Mr. 
Conley looked out ofthe ashport just as a deck- 
hand let go of a fender, which struck him on the 
side of the head, causing a compound fracture o 
one jaw, and also breaking the other and caus- 
ing the loss of a number of teeth. Mr. Conley is 
at his home undergoing treatment. Unless ery- 
sipelas sets in his prospects of recovery are good, 
At the best, however, he will be incapacitated 
for active service during the remainderof the 
season. It is a matter of wonder that he was not 
killed outright. 

The barge Metacomet struck an unmarked 
obstruction, supposed to be small in size, about 
three-fourths of a mile outside of Hyde Park 
reef. Although numerous deep-loaded vessels 
have come in contact with the same obstruction 
during the last two or three seasons, all efforts 
to determine its exact location have heretofore 
failed. Mr. Ricketson thinks that now, how- 
ever, the whereabouts of the spit are definitly 
known, and says that after an examination to 
establish its nature and extent steps will be 
taken to place upon it a buoy that can be seen at 
some distance and will serve the purpose of 
warning vessels bound to South Chicago. Capt. 
Swinburne of the scow Selt says the reef is of 
conical shape and situated due east of the Hyde 
Park reef buoy. Its area is limited. In heavy 
weather the seas constantly break over the spot. 
The reef is covered with bowlders.

The Westinghouse and Thompson-Hous- 
ton Companies to Fight Edison. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 2—[Special.]—The 
consolidation of the Westinghouse Electric 
Light Company of Pittsburg, which has a sys- 
tem of incandescent lights in operation in this 
State, with the Thompson-Houston Company of 
Boston is looked upon by electric-light people 
as very significant. Electricians say that this 
move is the beginning of a combination that is to 
extend all over the country in opposition to Mr. 
Edison, who has recently been granted a patent 
for the multiple are system of distribution, which, 
if sustained by the courts, will give Mr. s0n 
the absolute control of the incandescent system, 
and will compel the Westinghouse people and all 
of the other incandescent companies which have 
been and are now supplying their special incan- 
descent lamps from a common centre of power 
to either abandon their business or pay tribute 
to Edison. The special patent which has been 
granted to Mr. Edison is for a distribution of 
electrical power to a system of incandescent 
lamps from a common station, as is now 
being done by all of the incandescent 
companies. Under the patents granted, 
Mr. Edison can bring suit against all 
of the other incandescent systems for an in- 
fringement upon his patent. The strong proba- 
bility that such suits may be brought is an in- 
ducement for the other companies to pool their 
issues. The Thompson-Houston Electrical Com- 
pany has an arc-light plant second in extent and 
value to only one other company in the world,

MR, CLEVELAND'S JOURNEY TO THE WEST. 
The only unpleasant feature of the Presi- 


dent’s trip from Washington to St. Louis 
was that he gave the Ohio Democrats the 


go-by at thirty miles an hour, When tne 

Bourbons telegraphed a final appeal 
for him to stop at Columbus a few minutes 
Col. Dan Lamont curtly answered that “ the 
President would be in bed and asleep when 
Columbus was reached and could not be dis- 
turbed,” thus plainly intimating that Mr. 
Cleveland proposed to demonstrate his ca- 
pacity for restful, undisturbed slumber while 
passing along the -Pan-Handle tracks to the 
city of Foraker’s home. To arrange for a 
demonstration right under the shadow of 
Foraker’s headquarters might imply that the 
President desired something done to offset 
a recent transaction which originated at 


Columbus and in which Foraker was promi- 


nent. Rather than betray any such desire 
the President naturally preferred to demon- 
strate that he could sleep well o’ nights even 
while passing through the heart of Ohio. The 
Ohio Democrats ought to appreciate this 
feeling and charge their disappointment up 
to what Mr. Cleveland in his Indianapolis 
speech styled “ the fortunes of politics.“ 

Under favorable circumstances Mr. Cleve- 
land could doubtless have acquitted himself 
as handsomely at Columbus as he did at In- 
dianapolis. At the latter place he agreeably 
surprised the crowd by his intimate knowl- 
edge of the history of the town. He knew 
the date ofits settlement, of its incorpora- 
tion as & city, the growth of population the 
first year and at the various decennial 
periods, the extent of the street-car facilities, 
the rate of local taxation, and the fact that 
the State House had been built without 
boodling and within the limits of the original 
estimate. Columbus could match Indianapo- 
lis on most of these points. It is an older 
town and is said to have the largest amount 
of accumulated wealth of any place of its 
size in the United States. Its State House 
was remarkable also for cheapness of con- 
struction and absence of boodling—a good 
part of the labor being performed by the con- 
victs for their grub and duds. Columbus is 
not lacking in points of historic interest 
such as seem to interest and impress 
Mr. Cleveland, and, on a happier ume 
and occasion, he might have tarried 
there an hour or two in the morning 
and surprised the most inveracious old set- 
tler with an exact and detailed knowledge of 
local events. In fact Mr. Cleveland is doing 
much to overturn the popular notion that he 
knows little of the West. If he goes on as he 
has begun and displays at St. Louis, Chicago, 
Milwaukee, Madison, Minne-Paul, Kansas 
City, Omaha, ana Memphis the same knowl- 
edge of municipal history which he exhib- 
ited at Indianapolis no one can hereafter 
question his intimate acquaintance with the 
wide country over which he presides. 

Another pleasant feature of the trip was 
the enthusiasm shown at all points for the 
Presidentess. Often when the President 
himself appeared on the platform hoarse 
shouts came from the crowd remiading him 
that the supreme desire was to see his better 
half. Cheers that were enthusiastic when 
Mr. Cleveland stepped to the platform be- 
came fairly deafening when Mrs. Cleveland 
appeared. At Pittsburgcertain county Dem- 
ocrats who carried banners that hid Mrs. 
Cleveland from the eyes of the crowd were 
in peril of their lives until they got their 
transparencies out of the way and allowed 
the assembled citizens an unobstructed view 
and full opportunity to take a mental photo- 
graph of the first lady of the land. Alto- 
gether, the trip from the Potomac to the 
Mississippi was as free from disagreeable in- 
cidents as could be expected, and furnished 
a number of matters for pleasant surprise. 
When the end ot the journey was reached 
the Grand Army men had departed from St. 
Louis and all was harmony in the old Bour- 
bon city when it was illuminated early Sun- 
day morning in honor of the arrival of the 
President and his wife. 


“BISHOP” OBERLY AND HIS DIOCESE. 

Mr. Cleveland’s Civil-Service Commission- 
er from this State is a versatile genius. When 
Gov. Cullom was in need of a Democrat to 
serve on the Railroad and Warehouse Board 
he found the accommodating Oberly willing 
to leave his newspaper, published in the salu- 
brious City of Cairo, and help the Republican 
State Administration look after transporta- 
tion and sterage in Illinois. That task over, 
he returned to his profession all the more 
fertile in the invention of reasons why the 
Democratic party should be intrusted with 
the roms of power, State and National.

Looking 
as he properly does on the officeholding fra- 
ternity in that city from this State as the 
sheep of his flock, he proceeds to read them 
such a lecture as only a Bishop is privileged to 
deliver to his peers before the law. Those 
clerks must think that their long - lost Dutch 
Uncle“ has come to light and greets them 
once more in the traditional way. He tells 
them in effect that they are pocket editions 
of Jay Hubbell and his committee of unsav- 
ory memory and a disgrace to the Adminis- 
tration. If they have any dirty work to do 
in politics why don’t they perform itina 
quiet and unobtrusive way, without baw!l- 
ing out at the top of their voices to 
the Republicans to take notice that the 
President and his civil-service pretensions 
are arrant; humbugs all? They can get in 
their work as a smelling committee to spy 
out and root out Republican holdovers with- 
out maxing any noise aboutit. Their insuf- 
ferably stupid mode of procedure lays the 
party liable to the charge of reviving the 
vicious method of “working” the depart- 
ments which the Republicans inherited as a 
legacy from the Jacksonian Democracy, and 
discarded finally in deference to public opin- 
ion. Warming with his subject, the “ Bish- 
op” declares that “Democrats should not 
unitate the worst practices of the worst Re- 
publi * It is gratifying to know on so 
high authority that “working the depart- 
ments” was the worst practice of the worst 
Republicans, If a Republican had claimed as 
much for his party we should have felt that 
his partisan zeal had led bim into an extrava- 
gance. But “his Grace” should know 
whereof he speaks, being at the fountain of 
that sort of knowledge. All through the 
last campaign he was busy exhorting his fel- 
low-citizens to “turn the rascals out,” and 
it is deeply significant when he proclaims 
that the worst thing about the Republicans 
was their persistence, until near the end of 
their first lease of power, in pursuing the 
old spoils system which they had inherited 
as a sort of heirloom from the Democracy.

YANKEE NOTION OF REVENUE REFORM. 

The recent Massachusetts Democratic State 
Convention dodged the subject of National 
taxation, merely observing that there should 
be “judicious reform’’; but the Republicans 
in their more recent convention blew the 
trumpet with no uncertain sound. In renom- 
inating the son of Oakes Ames for Governor 
of the old Commonwealth the convention 
bade him stand on a platform unequivocally 
favoring the abolition of the whisky and to- 
bacco taxes and the stout maintenance of 
the excessive war duties on all kinds of cloth- 
ing, iron, tools, furniture, boots and shoes, 
glass, sugar, and other necessaries of life. 
Evidently the Yankee notion of taxation is 
to coddle and subsidize the capital invested 
in manufactures and prevent the war duties 


on the necessaries of life from being reduced | 


to a peace basis. This may be set down as the 
Massachusetts notion of “ revenue reform.” 

This is a case in which both the end in 
view and the object sought are reprehensi- 
ble. The object is to rob the great consum- 
ing public in the West and South in the in- 
terest of a few manufacturing bosses who 
have already grown enormously rich out of 
the unjust taxation of the people at large. 
They want to hold up and go through the 
millions in the mterest of a few pampered 
and plethoric plutocrats. The revenue of 
the Government is vastly in excess of its 
needs and some way must be devised to re- 
duce it, ana so they favor cheap whisky and 
nicotine, indifferent to the real meaning of 
the demand made. But what the effect of 
the Massachusetts policy would be 1s not a 
matter of uncertainty. One does not need to 
be very old to remember the time when 
there was no internal revenue taxation. 
Even in the absence of the light of ex- 
perience it would be obvious that re- 
moving the internal- revenue tax would 
encourage alcoholic and narcotic dissipa- 
tion. It costs only about 25 cents to make 
a gallon of whisky. With ail their boast of 
zeal in the cause of temperance those 
Yankees would restore the days when a glass 
of grog, no matter what kind of bug-juice”’ 
the tippler preferred, could be had for three 
cents, and cigars the same. The usual hotel 
price of a glass of whisky now is 15 cents, 
and the rot-gut of the doggery is 10 cents. 
The enhanced cost of liquor proved a potent 
agency of restraint. Many a man has many 
a time gone to bed quite sober ’’ for no other 
reason than because neither he nor his com- 
panions could afford to pay forthe drinks 
necessary to befuddle his brain and tangle 
his legs. Boys, too, are often restrained from 
doing what in their folly they think is man- 
ly” by the fact that they have not the money. 
But take off the tax and that restraint will no 
longer exist. At three cents a swig almost 
any boy could procure rum enough to get 
beastly drunk. A common laborer could 
earn enough in two or three hours to buy as 
much whisky as the whole family could drink 
in a week. The young men who now on 
economic grounds take beer for sociability 
could then swig whisky instead. Between 
untaxed liquor and tobacco the most impe- 
cunious person in the land could destroy his 
digestion, ruin his neryous system, and make 
his family miserable. Complete intoxication 
would only cost a dime. No legislation in 
this country ever did so much for the tem- 
perance of the working class as the internal- 
revenue tax did and is now doing, and it is a 
burning disgrace to Massachusetts that her 
Republicans stand ready and anxious to re- 
peal it in the interest of what is in itself rob- 
bery of the Western farmers and people gen- 
erally. 


BOSS SHEPHERD'S APOTHEOSIS. 

It is a sign of the lax tendencies of public 
virtue and of the indifference with which 
the squandering of public money is nowadays 
regarded that the people of Washington are 
about to bestow a magnificent testimonial 
upon Boss Shepherd, who has recently re- 
turned from Mexico, where he is alleged to 
have enriched himself to the extent of sev- 
eral millions in a silver-mine venture, Boss 
Shepherd left Washington under a cloud; he 
returns to be the recipient of extraordinary 
civic honors, 

The public can hardly have forgotten the 
career of the Boss at the National Capita 
and the scandals which grew out of it, in- 
volving not alone himself, but many other 
prominent persons, who were inveigled into 
his extravagant and demoralizing system of 
public improvements. It will be remembered 
that he was at the head of one of the;largest 
and most powerful rings ever organized in 
this country, whose object it was 
to grab money from the National 
Treasury, with little regard to the methods 
of getting it, and spend it upon the im- 
provement of the streets and avenues in 
ways which certainly did not impoverish its 
members, as subsequent investigations dem- 
onstrated, In a word, Boss Shepherd’s use 
of money was so lavish, so reckless, and so 
profligate, even if it were not corrupt, that 
the City Government was abolished, and it 
was taken out of his hands as he ran it and 
placed in charge of a commission. There 
was nothing left for Boss Shepherd in Wash- 
ington. The great Treasury leak had been 
stopped. He wandered off to Mexico. At 
that time no one would have had the temer- 
ity to suggest testimonials for him. He re- 
turns to Washington six or seven years later, 
a reputed silver-mine owner and millionaire, 
and straightway his old admirers rise up 
to bid him welcome and honor him with 
a public reception upon the ground of grat- 
itude for what he had done for the city, 
oblivious of the manner in whith it was 
done, of the processes by which the money 
was secured and squandered, and equally 
ignoring what is well known—namely: that 
the real improvements and beautification of 
Washington were accomplished after his de- 
parture, and that many of the Shepherd im- 
provements, particularly the paving, were 
condemned and removed. 

The proposition to honor publicly this man, 
whose administration was in every way 
recklesly extravagant and whose influence 
was in every way demoralizing, shows that 
the tax-devourers of Washington have no 
prejudices against the profligacy and corrup- 
tions which grew out of the domination of 
Boss Shepherd’s ring, and that they regard 
its chief fugleman, who flung other peo- 
ple’s money about so lavishly, not alone 
with sympathy, but with an extraordinary de- 


imate field for plunder and boodling opera- 
tions. It is not a very creditable spectacle 


which is thus exhibited at the Capital of the | 


Nation, especially at a time when in the 
other large cities of the country the people 
are endeavoring to restrain and break up 
gangs of boodlers and punish those who have 
been enriching themselves at the expense of 
the taxpayers. It is not a very edifying ex- 
ample to set before young men, this public 
display of honor und glorification of a ring- 
ster whose methods were pernicious and de- 
moralizing, even though it may not be possi- 
ble to trace the corruption growing out of his 
methods back to himself. As compared with 
the plight of the boodlers in Chicago and of 
Jake Sharp in New York, we Washington 
pageant is at least in singular contrast, 


THE BISMARCKIAN ALLIANCE AGAINST 
FRANCE AND RUSSIA. 

Bismarck’s master mind is plainly discerni- 
ble in the projected commercial and political 
federation of the Powers of Central and 
Southern Europe referred to in yesterday’s 
cable dispatches. Though he is in his 73d 
year his mind is as active and his prescience 
as keen as ever. He made the German Em- 
pire, It is his ambition that it shall long out- 
last him. All his plans since the close of the 
Franco-German war have been directed to 
that end. He has conciliated Austria until 
she has all but forgotten Sadowa, and has 
strengthened the alliance with Italy formed 
before Custozza. He has unified Germany, 
having conciliated the Roman Catholics until 
their grievances,as Herr Windthorst admitted 
recently, are now almost purely sentimental 
and infinitesimal. He proposes to assist in 
unifying Italy by inducing Humbert’s Gov- 
ernment to make concessions to his warm 
ally, the Pope, and he will probably succeed 
if Italy becomes the ally of his Empire. 

The federation which he is now trying to 
perfect is really necessary to the future in- 
tegrity of the mighty Empire he has made. 
Those who were his lieutenants. are passing 
away. The aged Emperor totters under the 
weight of 92 years; Moltke, his military arm, 
is 86; and the pacific Crown Prince is dying 
by inches of what, the reports accredited to 
Dr. Mackenzie to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, appears to be incurable cancer. The 
next Emperor of Germany will probably be 
the warlike and impetuous young Prince 
William, who may any day after his acces- 
sion to the throne kindle Europe into a blaze 
by provoking France to begin the long-ex- 
pected war of revenge. 

France will probably be supported by Rus- 
sia whenever the issue is joined. Bismarck 
knows this and is arranging his plans accord- 
ingly. He knows the strength of the two 
Powers. He knows that France is now al- 
most a match for Germany. Under the sys- 
tem of military organization adopted in 
France after the Franco-German war every 
able-bodied man in the Republic is a soldier. 
Even the priests have to serve in the army. 
France does not,as under the Empire of 
Louis Napoleon, depend on her standing 
hired army, but has armed and discipiined 
her whole fighting force, Russia is also fully 
prepared. Both France and Russia could 
probably bring 5,000,000 fighting men into the 
tield. Bismarck schemes to oppose them 
when the occasion arises with an equal ora 
superior force. Austria, Italy, and Germany 
combined could supply such an army. The 
Italian fleet is nearly equal to the French 
fleet in tonnage and in fighting strength. 
Italy’s position on the Mediterranean gives 
her naval advantages in case of a war which 
will more than counterbalance any lack of 
efficiency in her fleet arising from inexperi- 
ence. Bismarck is assured of the codpera- 
tion of Austria. Her position in reference 
to Russia, which is eager to encroach on her 
domain, compels it. It was not so easy a 
matter to get Italy into the combination, 
though. It will be correspondingly difficult 
to hold her. If France had statesmen nearly 
the equal of Bismarck she might utilize the 
jealousy existing between the Italians and 
Austrians to keep King Humbert out of the 
alliance. But Franve has not such states- 
men, and Bismarck has taken advantage of 
the fact. 

Bismarck’s proposed zoliverein, or commer- 
cial union, in which Germany, Austria, and 
Italy, as well as Roumania and Servia, are to 
be included, is for the purpose of binding the 
union between the Powers named by bonds 
of mutual interest which are more powerful 
than even race sympathies, and which in- 
variably overcome race jealousies. Austria 
and the Balkan provinces will find in Ger- 
many the market for their surplus grain, cat- 
tle, hogs, and horses. There will be an in- 
terchange of manufactured articles between 
Germany and Italy, the recently constructed 
sub-Alpine tunnels greatly facilitating the 
interchange and strengthening the political 
as wellas the commercial union. Russia is 
to be shut out from the German market for 
her grain, beef, tallow, and other products 
and Austria given the preference. The 
whole scheme is worthy of the genius of Bis- 
marck. In order to briug it about he has 
made many sacrifices of feelings, prejudices, 
and even of ideas. It looks, however, as 
though his efforts were to be crowned with 
success. His triumph would compensate for 
everything. He would secure the integrity 
if not the peace of his Empire. 

In his calculations Bismarck has not lost 
sight of England, we may be sure. But it is 
not necessary that England should join his 
combination now. Her political position 
makes her the enemy of Russia, which has 
coveted her Indian provinces for half a cen- 
tury; and of France, which regards her occu- 
pation of Egypt—her road to India—with an 
extreme jealousy that has at times almost 
culminated in an open rupture. Bismarck is 
assured of English support whenever the 
crisis comes, though no pledges be giyen be- 
forehand. 

Of course there are many difficulties yet in 
the way of the perfection of the projected 
alliance. It will be no easy matter to adjust 
an international tariff that will be acceptable 
allaround. But Bismarck bas overcome far 
greater difficulties in the preliminary ar- 
rangements. He usually accomplishes what 
he sets out to perform. There is little 
doubt that he will succeed this time. But 
who 1s the German statesman to succeed him 
who will be able to conserve his work and 
maintain the Empire he has made?

An Impudent Spollsman on Civil. Service 
Reform. 

For cool, unblushing impudence and sublimat- 
ed cheek the interview in which Mr, Harry Dono- 
van indulged Saturday in reference to civil-sery- 
ice reform bears the palm in this region. Those 
who know Mr. Donovan are willing to give him 
the doubtful credit of having a good deal of gall, 
but they were not prepared to hear him say se- 
riously that civil-servicé reform in the county 
and city under the existing Administrations 
would be found to consist in the taking up of men 
who have been discharged from the Government 
(Federal) employ for inefficiency or violation of 
the rules and giving them places which have 
been faithfully filled by Democrats for years. 
This declaration embraces two glaring 
misstatements: First, that men have been 
always discharged from the Federal serv- 
ice for inefficiency or insubordination; sec- 
ond, that efficient and faithful public servants 
have been discharged at the City and County 
Buildings without adequate cause. Mr. Dono- 
van well knews this is not the case. He was an 
officeholder at the County Building before he be- 
came @ Federal officeholier, and he knows all 
about the class of Democrats who were there 
under the Van Pelt-Wasserman-Mike McDonald 
régime, Someof them arein the County Jail 
now; others oughtto be there. Donovan had 
only to look across into the City-Hall to find 
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heelers, and ward strikers in the city’s service.

been particularly the case with those dismissed 
from that branch of the Federal service over 
whiok Donovan has control. It is notorious that 
some of the most faithful and efficient officers of 
the postal service in this city have been dis- 
charged for no other reason than that they were 
not Democrats. In most instances no reason 
has been assigned. In a few cases the vague 
one, “the good of the service,” has been given. 
As a case in point the dismissal of Mr. Galbraith 
may be mentioned. Mr. Galbraith was for over 
two years the earnest, efficient, unselfish, and 
capable assistant of Donovan, Whatever the 
latter learned about post-office management 
he learned from this man, whom he discharged 
without rhyme or reason a few months ago. 
Scores of other cases almost as bad could be 
cited, 

Donovan makes a special set at Mr. George B. 
Swift in the course of the interview referred to. 
This is unfortunate for him. It so happens that 
Mr. Swift was one of the efficient public servants 
who were dismissed fromthe Federal service 
only because he was a Republican, He had been 
commended by the Treasury Department as one 
of the most efficient men employed in that branch 
of the public service. He was discharged on the 
silly pretext that there was no need for such an 
office as he filled in this city. In a few weeks 
the place he vacated was filled by the appoint- 
mont of one of Frank Lawler's henchmen, Jerry 
Crowley, and several others were appointed as 
subordinates. This humbug has been kept up 
ever since. Men have been discharged on the 
pretense that there is nothing for them to do. 
In a few days Democratic heelers are appointed 
“to do nothing,” presumably, though they draw 
their salaries, 

The whole scheme of civil service as carried 
out in the Federal offices in this city is a trans- 
parent sham and humbug, and the strongest evi- 
dence that it is so is to be found in the fact that 
such persons as Harry” Donovan, and Bob” 
Wilbanks, and “Jerry Crowley, and Bob” 
Rea are appointed to administer it, to examine 
candidates, to pass upon their fitness, and to in- 
fluence their appointments. An ordinary Re- 
publican postal-clerk could give the persons 
mamed instruotion in the requirements of the 
Civil-Service law for years to come. It would be 
hardly more farcical to appoint Frank Lawler as 
an examiner of West Point cadets than it was 
to appoint Donovan, Wilbanks, Rea, and Crow- 
ley examiners of the papers of competitors for 
clerkships in the fundamental branches of an 
English education. Donovan ought at least to 
have the modesty to withhold his opinions about 
civil-service reform until his superior officer has 
explained the charges of inefficiency and favorit- 
ism for which, if current rumor speaks correctly, 
his Superintendent of Carriers is mainly re- 
sponsible.

The concession in the matter of the indem- 
nity and the release of the son of the 
late Inspector at Pagny sur Moselle have 
taken public opinion by surprise, and, al- 
though it is said in some quarters that this is 
merely a proof of Germany’s consciousness 
that she was utterly in the wrong, it is satis- 
factory to note that by the great 
majority her conciliatory attitude is ac- 
cepted ina fair spirit and with hope that the 
relations between the two countries will be 
placed ona more friendly footing than has 
been the case for some time past. Great 
credit is also due to M. Flourens, who has 
once more justified triumphantly the confi- 
dence that was reposed in him. On all sides 


a feeling of great relief is experienced at the 
turn which events are taking, and 
Count Munster’s statement that the 


German Government is about to adopt 
measures with a view to reducing the 
tension on the frontier is welcomed joyfully 
by all who have the cause of peace and good 
will at heart.

Opening of the “Free Breakfast Services” 

at Adelphi Theatre.

It was the opening of the fourth season of Sun- 
day “free-breakfast services,“ under the super- 
intendénce of Mr. and Mrs. A. H. Kirkland, the 
evangelists.

The ancient and dilapidated structure, which 
tormerly had held the belt as the hest place 
of entertainment in Chicago, and during the last 
four years had nightly and Sunday harborea 
@ congregation of perhaps the dirtiest bummers 
in America, was occupied by a mixed con- 
gregation. e opening of the fourth season 
was evidently a notable affair and had drawn a 
large attendance of mission — 1 sympa- 
thizers, and converts, who owe their regenera- 
tion and salvation, both physical and moral, to 
this unwholesome den. Among them were E. 
W. Bliss, the Farwell-Hall evangelist; Tony De- 
light, the barber; M. Cregan oi the Market 
Street Mission; Thomas Summerville; Mr. 
Greer of the Ravenswood Dairy; Mr. Heming- 
way; Deacon Willard. the old settler, deaf as a 
post, Who came with two air-cushions for his 
chair under one arm and a bag with his speaking 
instrument (the size and shape of a small sauce- 
pan) under the other; Tom Wright, the colored 
exhorter; Sister Johnson, another colored work- 
er; James Green; Sister Rounds of Oak Park, 
who has been a at and successful 
worker at this mission; and others. In 
one of the boxes, which has seen 
so many scenes of coarse dissipation and riot, 
were five sisters of the Woman's Gospel Tem- 
perance Association on Pacific avenue. About 
a ndred of the toughest-looking specimens 
were huddied on the seats at the back of the 
hall, many of them looking very shamefaced and 
out of their element. 1 

Evangelist Kirkland is a tall man with Dun- 
dreary whiskers and mustache, and would never 
be taken fora successful worker among the 

hest of the tough. His heart is fully in his 
work, and he is evidently deep in the hearts of 
his converts and co-workers. One hungry bum 
} buttonholed a spectator and asked if he could 
get something to eat at once as he had not 
broken his fast since Saturday morning. He 
was led to the table in the back, which was 
covered with sandwiches, where he made away 
with tive in about as many seconds. 

The service opened with the singing of three 
hymns, Brother Kirkland at the organ, aided bv 
two volunteer violinists, both converts of thi 
mission. Mr, Kirkland then prayed for the large 
army of men now flocking into the city for the 
winter, and hoped himseif and co-workers would 
not slack upin their efforts to reach and save 
these unfortunate wretches. Sister Rounds, Mr. 
Summerville, J. Oberaostor (once a clergyman, 
then almost a tramp, but rescued by this mis- 
sion) delivered short and impressive addresses. 
Mr. Kirkland gave a short history of these 
services; how he had started them, in the midst 
of division and opposition, on the stoop of the 
Custom-House, I believe it is utterly useless,” 
he said, “to preach to a lot of hun men.

There has been a squabple of some years’ standing 
between Tanner end Reynolds in our depart- 
ment.

‘CLUBBED BY THE POLICE. 


A MOB OF ANARCHISTS ROUGHLY 
HANDLED AT NEW YORK. 


* 


In Obedience to an Inflammatory Call They 
Attempt te Hold 4 Meeting to Protest 
Against the Execution of Their Chicago 
Brethren—Officers Interfere with Their 
Plans and a Fight Ensues—King of the 
Dudes Engaged—The Hawkins Murder. 


New York, Oct. 2.—[Special.|—For weeks 

past the Anarchists have been preparing for 
a demonstration in favor of the seven con- 
demned Anarchists at Chicago. The great 
skating rink at Union Hill, N. J., was hired 
and circulars were distributed far and wide 
calling upon the “ faithful” to attend the 
meeting, which was fixed for this afternoon. 
The call for the meeting conciuded as fol- 
‘lows: “No, it must never be that seven 
innocent men shallbe judicially murdered. 
Let every one of you attend this meeting. 
It is the least you can do 
to say to this rabble of thieves 
and murders who rule you; ‘Thus far and no 
farther.’’’ This circular was discussed today 
by Corporation-Attorney Smyth in his office in 
Union Hill with the members of the Union 
Hill Common Council, the Chief of Police, 
Assistant District-Attorney E. T. Paxton, 
aud a number of the most influentiai citizens 
of the town. Asa consequence Chief of Po- 
lice Schwartz was instructed to notify Sergt. 
Stanford to have his entire force of police- 
men atthe rink at lo’clock and to take 
possession of it. Their orders were to 
allow no one to enter the rink, and 
to reserve such a force as might be necessary 
to prevent the Anarchists from doing so. 
The result was that there were fully 150 uni- 
formed and ununiformed officers present when 
the Anarchists arrived. The crowd clam- 
ored for admission. They became so disor- 
derly that the police used their clubs vigor- 
ously and beat them back. Finally a num- 
ber of the more hot-headed Anarchists made 
a rush. The volice knocked several of the 
foremost down, and while the fight was hot 
Town-Clerk Ferdinand Alhers mounted a 
box and read the riot act. This had a 
quieting effect on the mob for a moment, 
but hardly had he finished when there came a 
yell, “ Down with the blue-coated ruffians!”’ 
and the mob, some with knives unsheathed 
and others with revolvers drawn, charged 
upon the police. They were met by the offi- 
cers with clubs and again driven back. No 
shots were fired, but several persons were 
severely injured by knife-thrusts and stone- 
cuts. eanwhile the members of the local 
fire department were attaching a hose to an 
adjacent hydrant with the intention of 
throwing a stiff stream of water upon 
the heated Anarchists, and in a hall 
near by the members of Elisworth Post 
of the Grand Army of the Republic were 
busily preparing themselves to go to the 
rescue should there be signsof the police 
being overpowered. The police, however, 
drove the crowd back, and Chief Schwartz 
told them that it was useless to try to hold a 
meeting, as it had been decided not to allow 
it A cordon of police was thrown around 
the rink. Herr Most was inthe neighbor- 
hood but did not venture to show himself. 
The police made tour arrests. One man is 
severely injured and he maydie. Several 
others were badly hurt.

Telegraph Operators Compel the With- 
drawal of an Obnoxious Order. 

New York, Oct. 2.—[Special.|—It looked 
very like a strike in the offices of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Telegraph Company Saturday. 
This order was posted Friday on the bulletin- 
board in the operating room of the main 
office at No. 415 Broadway: 

All lady operators will work Sundays as per 
order of the chief operator. All other operators 
will work as above,and also work an equal 
amount of extra time without compensation. 
This order is imperative.

When the bulletin was put up the operat- 
ors gathered around the board and angrily 
denounced it. The women operators vowed 
they would not obey it, and the men said that 
unless it was rescinded they would quit work 
for good. Preparations were made to strike, 
but finally a protest was sent to Baltimore. 
After considerable correspondeuce by wire 
the welcome news came that the order had 
been recalled.

Mr. M. P. Grace of W. R. Grace & Co. has 
received from Peru a confirmation of the 
ress dispatch that the Peruvian Cabinet had 
n prevented by Chilian impediments from 
submitting the contract entered into at Lon- 
don to the Peruvian Congress. Mr. Grace 
said: “This may cause delay, but Chili will 
have to give way. It is not a question 
as to Chili’s supposed right to interfere 
that will be considered. The bonds are 
held in England, France, and Germany, and 
these countries will unite in enforcing the 
contract, especially when Peru is nye | to 
carry it out. Chili will not only have to deal 
with Peru, but with the three great powers 
just named. I do not believe that the South 
American Republic will dare to defy them, 
for they are not to be browbeaten. I am in 
direct communication by telegraph with all 
the ties interested, and feel assured my 

opinion is the correct one.“

E. Berry Wall, is about to become a benedict. 
The story grows out of Mr. Wall’s visit to 
Long Branch last summer, where he made 
one of the most pronounced successes ot his 
hfe. His clothes were triumphs of the tailor’s 
art, his neckties were nocturns in blue, and 
his hosiery ssymphonies in pink and crim- 
son. How Berry Wall became ac- 
quainted at Long Branch with Miss Kitty 
King, to whom itis reported that he is en- 
gaged to be married, does not appear. Kitty 
is a pretty young woman of the blonde type, 
whose home is at Long Branch. During the 
season she lives at the West End Hotel. The 
society friends of Berry Wall have failed to 
understand his infatuation for a girl, who 
however estimabie, was not wealthy and had 
not been chosen from a New York set.

THE ANARCHISTS’ HOPE, 


A Lawyer's Reasons for Expecting a Writ 
of Error. 

Mr. Samuel W. Packard, the lawyer, in a let- 
ter to the Legal News says: In view of the de- 
‘cisions of the United States Supreme Court, it is 
extremely probable to my mind that the Au- 
archists will succeed in getting that court to issue 
a writ of error and take jurisdiction of their 
case. But still I do not think that they will suc- 
ceed in getting the judgment reversed or even 
the day of execution postponed, 

The only possible way in My opinion that the 
Anarchists can get a review by the Federal Su- 
preme Court of any decision made by a State 


court is under the provisions of the fourteenth 
amendment. That amendment provides that 
“no Stute shall make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges or immunities of 
citizens of the United States, nor shall any State 
deprive any person of life, liberty, or property 
without due process of law.“ The construction 
that has been placed by the United States Su- 
preme Court upon the “privileges and immuni- 
ties referred to in this amendment is such that 
it does not make any Of the “privileges or 
immunities” . guarant by the first eight 
amendments imply now any more than they did 
before to action of State authorities. This 
leaves the only Federal question in the case: 
Whether or not the defendants have been con- 
victed without due process of law.“ 

It has been decided by the Federal court that 
this provision does not enable @ party to obtain 
any protection from it unless the action of the 
court in depriving him of his life, liberty, or prop- 
erty Was done in obedience to some State law. 
It is not enough to show thatthe State court 
convicted the defendant or deprived him of his 
property in violation of all rules of law or with- 
out due process of law, but it must further ap- 
ver that the court did it in pursuance of some 

ztate enactment. This construction neces- 
Sarily takes away from the defend- 
ants the right to urge the reversal on 
account of any act of the court which 
deprived tnem of “due process of law.“ unless 
such act was taken in obedi@nce to or under au- 
thority of some State law. Perhaps the ruling 
of Judge Gary, acting under the authority of the 
act of March 12, 1874, in favor of accepting jurors 
who had formed an opinion from reading news- 
paper statements, furnished a proper basis to re- 
quire the Federal court to decide whether that 
act is repugnant to this amendment or not. The 
words due process of law in this amendment 
have been defined by the Federal court to mean 
“that law of the land in each State which 
derives its authority from the inherent and re- 
served powers of the State exerted within the 
limits of those fundamental principles of libert 
and justice which lie at the ase of all 
our civil and political. institutions.” I do 
not know whether the record in the 
Anarchists’ case shows that the defendants at- 
tacked the constitutionality of the act of March 
12, 1874, or not. If not, itis too late for them to 
raise the question now even by a | ng for a 
rehearing in the State Supreme Court. But if 
the question was raised in the StatesSupreme 
Court, though not in the lower court, and 
though the opinion of the State court does not 
mention the point, still that would not deprive 
the defendants of the right of having the Federal 
court take jurisdiction of the case and decide the 
question, ut it must appear unmistakably 
from the record that theoState court “e ther 
knew or ought to have known“ that this Federal 
question was involved in the decision.

WHOLESALE ILLEGAL REGISTRATION 
DISCLOSED IN BALTIMORE. 


Four Hundred Names Stricken from the 
List in a Single Ward by Order of the 
Courts—Georgians Much Excited Over 
the Tariff Question—The Effort to Unite 


All the Third Parties—General Political 
News. 


* 

BaLtTimoreE, Md., Oct. 2.— [Special.] — Four 
hundred names of illegal voters were strick - 
en from the registration lists of a single 
ward in this city yesterday by Chief-Judge 
Brown. The Citizens’ Reform League hav- 
ing been granted permission by the courts to 
examine the poll-books and registra- 
tion lists, its lawyers re busy 
in every ward. They have thousands of 
cases for the court to act. upon. 
The evidence producea by the league in 
every Case results in the name being stricken 
off. The names of men who have been dead 
for ten and fifteen years are regularly voted. 
A man who has been absent from Baltimore 
for some years, and was never registered or 
voted in Baltimore City, was surprised when 
told in court yesterday that his name was on 
the poll-books and he had been regularly 
voted ever since he has been a citizen of 
Baltimore. Six illegal votes from a single 
residence were discovered. 

Yesterday Chief-Justice Brown ordered 
seventy names stricken from the list in the 
Thirteenth Ward. Judge Brown has an- 
nounced that the Supreme bench, owing to 
the gravity of the interest involved, has de- 
cided that after Wednesday next all the 
Judges except Judge Dennis will hear peti- 
tions. Judge Dennis will not hear any peti- 
tions, as he is a candidate. 

Four hundred illegal votes registered and 
more to hear from in a single ward, and that 
in one of the most respectable sections of the 
city, show to what extent election frauds 
are practiced in Baltimore. The elections 
being so near at hand, the courts will not 
have time to ewe ge gg the lists. as it 
is roughly estimated that there are at least 
5,000 names on the books that do not belong 
on them. 

In the Mayoralty election two vears ago, 
when James Hodges was the Gorman ma- 
chine candidate, he was credited with 30,897 
votes, and Judge Brown, the candidate of the 
Republicans and Independent Democrats 
and the most 4 man in the city, was 
credited with „667. The election of 
Judge Brown appeared to be a fore- 
gone conclusion. Thousands of Demo- 
crats who never before had voted any 
other ticket than that put up by the bosses 
voted for Brown and members of the Re- 
form League declare that over 5,000 fraudu- 
lent votes were vast for Hodges, hesides the 
Brown ballots that were not coukted. The 
“ring” or denounced the charges made 
by the Reform League as infamous, but the 
present purging of the registration lists 
shows how well grounded were the charges. 

The * of the league have dis- 
closed cases in which the names have been 
taken from the directories of other cities. In 
one case the names of a whole class at a med- 
ical college have been found registered in one 
ward and solidly voted, though none of them 
for years have lived in this city. 

The registration officers, tools of the 
bosses, are engaged in a concerted attempt to 
hinder the agents of the league in watching 
their proceedings. One of the registers has 
sta in court that they do this under 
advice of counsel, that Lounsel being at 
the same time Secretary of the Democratic 
State Central Committee. With all the 
courts in the city and the Judges of the 
Supreme bench sitting it is likely that enough 
names will be stricken off to seriously ham- 
per the bosses in their fraudulent work this

GOT WHAT THEY DESERVED. 


The Mugwuamps Would Neither Fish Nor 
Cut Bait—Their Sorry Plight. 

Harper's Weekly of Sept. 17 speaks editorially 
as follows: 

“The independent vote was cast for Mr. Cleve- 
land more willingly because as Governor of New 
York his course in support of the reform move- 
ment was acceptable to the great body of inde- 
pendent voters. But that course and his known 
views would probably not have produced the mug- 
wump volt had any other prominent Republican 
been nominated.” ' 

At the same time we remark that Mr. George 
William Curtis and his mugwump followers at 
Chicago did everything in their power to prevent 
the nomination of any other Republican. They 
resisted the last appeals of President Arthur's, 
Mr. Sherman's, and Gen, Logan's friends, and 
determinedly adhered to Senator Edmunds, who 
they knew could not be nominated. Nor elected 
if he had been. ] Mr. Curtis is neither candid nor 
honest in his apparent trepentance.— Dayton 
Journal. — 

The Journal’s point is well taken. The 
mugwump representatives at Chicago in 1854 
were utterly impracticable. They had some 
poor excuse for not supporting each of the 
candidates who were possible. Edmunds 
was impossible, and théy knew it as well as 
they knew anything: All intelligent men at 
Chicago knew from the first hour of the con- 
vention that the nomination of Blaine was 
imminent, and that only a rapid combination 
of opposing elements could prevent it, and 
vet the alleged reformers lingered and lan- 
guished, and talked twaddie, and thought 
they were doing business. Mr. Curtis was 
loud in the praises of Arthur a few months 
afterward. Why not, when they might have 
had some influence? But the point we have re- 
ferred to in this matter particularly to notice 
is that the mugwump incapacity is stall stick- 
ing out. 

There is an unnecessary amount of atten- 
tion given to the growlings of Mr. Curtis 
about the failure of the Democratic Presi- 
dent to be a mugwump. The weakness and 
woof Mr.Curtis were in not seeing and know- 
ing at first and acting upon the knowledge 
that the candidacy of Cleveland or any other 
representative of the Democratic party as a 
reformer was a fraud. 

Mr. Curtis once knew how thirsty and hun- 
gry the Democratic party was; how it was 
at the beginning, is now, and ever shall be“; 
how. the very character of the party pro- 
hibited any just and rational expectation of 
— works; how impossible it was that a 

emocratic President could lead a reform in 
the civil service; and how could he have 
missed knowing perfectly well how prepos- 
terous it was that the crude Governor of New 
York should be a National Moses, and how 
impracticable was the presumption upon 
which he, Beecher, and the rest stalked off 
into the darkness—moved by a personal 
pique that had no relation to patriotism. Mr. 
Curtis condemns himself when he criticises 
Cleveland. When he stumbies over the neces- 
sities that are upon a Democratic President 
he skins his own shins. Mr. Curtis has done 
what he could to turn the country over to the 
Democratic party, and if he proposes to do 
anything for and with that party he must go 
into it and become an inner force. Nibbling 
at the edges of things is not the way to move 
a nation. 

Of course the President is not doing what 
the mugwumps promised in his name. He is 
forbidden to do those things by the character 
of the people he represents and by his own 
insufficiency. Mr. Curtis has shot the Ni- 
agara whirlpool in a barrel, and is badly 
knocked about and unable to swim or paddle 
ashore. He should not have taken to the 
raging water in such a vessel.—Cincinnati 
Commercial-Gazette.

The St. Louis Republican of Sunday pub- 
‘lished a long account of the proceedings in 
the secret sessions of the National Encamp- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
claiming that it was for the most part a 
verbatim report.” Subjoined are liberal ex- 
tracts covering points omitted or but briefly 
mentioned in the telegraphic record: 


THURSDAY'S SESSION. 

Commander E. S. Solomon of California 
moved to expunge the word Christ“ 
wherever it occurred in the Chaplain's 
prayer in the ritual. it was quickly moved 
and seconded to lay this motion on the table, 
and the question was disposed of in that 
manner without debate. 

The following resolution was introduced by 
@ comrade unknown to fame: 

Resolved, That it is contrary to the rules and 
principles of the Grand Army of the Republic 
that any department, post, or organization shall 
attend, or by their presence as an organization 
encourage, the erection of monuments in honor 
of men who distinguished themselves by their 
services in the cause of treason and rebellion. 

The resolution, which provoked long and 
loud applause, was referred to the Committee 
on Rules and Regulations, which recom- 
mended its adoptuon, and it was carried with 
but one dissenting vote, the result being 
greeted with tremendous cheers. 

Chairman of committee—The committee to 
which was referred the reportof the Judge 
Advocate has caréfully considered the thirty- 
six decisions embraced in the report, and 
commends the faithfulness of the services 
rendered by Comrade Henry E. Taintor, 
Judge Advocate General, as is evinced by his 
careful upholdings of the laws of the Grand 
Army since his election to the responsible 
position of Judge Advocate General. Refer-

REACTION AGAINST STATE PROHIBITION. 


Local Option and High Tax the Ascendant 
Idea Now. 

St. Paul Pioneer-Press: During the pres 
ent year three great States, representing come 
munities widely separated in sentiment and 
interest, have deciared on a popular vote 
against prohivition. Michigan, which once 
before tried the effect of this medicine and 
then renounced it, heads the list. Texas, in 
which leading Democratic peliticians gave 
prohibition their full support, is second by 
100,000 majority. Tennessee, where temper- 
ance sentiment is far advanced, comes third 
by 25.000. This. maras a great change, and 
one full of meaning. 

It is but a few years since a popular vote 
on prohibition was practically equivalent to 
its adoption. Even those who saw its evils 
and admitted its inefficacy would vote for it. 
And the reason was very plain. Before the 
eyes of the people the liquor traffic every 
day flaunted its evil courses and its contempt 
for law. The public saw thatit was a law- 
breaker and a maker of law-breakers. Itdid 
not rest satisfied with catering to an exist- 
ing appetite, but set itself to create one. It 
placed the saloon everywhere, and enticed 
—— weak with manifold temptations. It 

ughed at legal restraints. It continued to 

out intoxicants to minors and to habitual 
y recat tert oy It desired seven days of profit 
instead of six, and .twenty-four 


to secure itself against reasonable regula

Men felt, ana not unreasonably, that if they 
had tochoose between the t ny of the 
rum power and tne tyranny of prohibition, 
they would choose the latter without hesita- 
tion. And there followed the era in which 
Kansas and Iowa adopted prohibitory laws, 
and a dozen other States were on the brink 
of it. If prohibition could have been brought 
to a popular vote at that time everywhere 
it would have prevailed over more than three» 
fourths of the United States. 

This — movement was brought to a 
halt only Bin the proposition of a remedy 
that promised to be effective by avoiding ex- 
tremes. High license came to the front. The 
vast body of citizens have as little sympathy 
with wholesale proscription as with whole- 
sale violation of the iaw. They understand 
that the mere act of drinking a stimulant is 
not in itself a crime. They saw that prohi- 
bition, if there was any pretense of enforo- 
ing it, involved evils as serious as those o 
the low-license system. It is quite as un- 
1 live in a city where, as in Des 

oines, 3,800 unsuccessful searches for liquor 
were made in private houses on a mere war- 
rant of suspicion sworn out by an informer 
for the sake of afee asto live where the 
Sunday closing law is habitually disregarded. 

And so high license was put on trial. We 
need not recapitulate its work or rehearsé 
its successes. Joined with State laws for 
general regulation, it has accomplished 
wonders. And the men who believe in re- 
straining the liquor business and do not be- 


| lieve in prohibition have now somewhere to 


go. They join the hgh-license party. This 
is the explanation of the turning of the tide 
which this year’s elections evidence. 

will be increasingly difficult, from this tame 
forward, to capture any community for pro- 
hibition. If high license shall save the pub- 
lic from the wanton insolence of the liquor 
power, and also from the unreasonable des 
potism of the Prohibition party, it will prova 
a benefactor in a double sense.
